spiring suggestions so-often presented in 
his private and public instructions.

furnished at his boyhood home and in 
his first school, for him to obtain even the 
rudiments of an education. The Bible 
and a few ordinary school books were the 
only books, at that tim,>, within his reach; 
and these he read or studied until he 
mastered the elements of reading, spell- 
ing and numbers. Shortly afterwards he 
gained access to other books, not of •! 
high character, as they treated principally

cricket with his scholars. When I was 
janitor, housed sometimes to stop me 
and ask my opinion about this and that, 
as if seriously advising with me. 1 can 
see now that my opinion could not have 
been of any value; and that he probably 
asked me partly to increase my self-re- 
spect, and partly to show that he felt an 
interest iu me." Another pupil writes, 
"There began to grow up iu mo the an ad- 
miration and love for Garfield that has 
never abated, and the like of which I 
have never known. A bow of recogni- 
tion, or a single word from him, was to 
me an inspiration. Garfield taught me 
more than any other man, living or dead " 
Another scholar say, "He found me out, 
drew near to me, and entered into all my 
troubles and difficulties pertainin.r to 
questions of the future.

As late as in 1S77, he 
said, "I have taken more solid comfort iu 
the thing itself, and received more moral 
recompense and stimulus in after life 
from capturing young men for an educa- 
tion than from anything else in tho world. 
As I look back over my life thus far, I 
think of nothing that so fills, me with 
pleasure as the planning of these sieges, 
the revolving in my mind of plans for 
scaling the walls of the future; of gainin^ 
access to the inner soul-life, and at las"t 
seeing the besieged party won to a fuller 
appreciation of himself, to a higher con- 
ception of life, and of the part he is to 
boar in it." 
On other occasions ho has 


remarked, "It is a great point gained, 
when a young man makes up his mina 
to devote several years to the accomplish- 
ment of a definite work." "With the ed- 
ucational facilities now afforded in our 
country, no young man who- has health 
and is a master of his own actions, can 
be excused from not obtaining „ good 
education."

It snowed two or 
three times on the range last week, con- 
sequently we are not troubled much with 
August heat. I wish you could see some 
of the sights I have seen, especially from 
the head of the Swan river, where our 
claims are.

We can see down the valley of the Swan 
to the Blue, ten miles. The Swan runs 
nearly west.

to the Atlantic. It is strange to live in 
such a place and not see a human being 
for a week at a_time. Such is the case 
for except when Charlie goes up there 
and takes some one with him, there have 
been but two persons to the camp during 
my stay there.
